15. EMBASSY REGARDS SEVERAL YUGOSLAV CHANGES AS UNACCEPTABLE. 
OUR COMMENTS WILL BE SUBMITTED TOMORROW ALTER EURTHER STUDY 
OE DOCUMENTS INVOLVED.
